No. 5/53. — In pursuance of the Notification of the Govern- 
ment of India in the late Department of Commerce No. 23-ITC/43, 
dated the 1st July, 1943, as continued in force by the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947), the Central Govern- 
ment gives general permission to all persons to import: 

(a) from Portuguese possessions in India any goods specified, 
in schedu’e annexed to the said notification No, 23-ITC/ 

' 43, dated the 1st July, 1943 as amended except those- 
covered by Parts I and VI and except mineral pro- 
ducts falling under S. Nos. 105 and 106 of Part IV and 
S. Nos. 8, 15, 17, 18, 19 and 20 of Part V of the Import 
Trade Control Schedule and also excluding the follow- 
ing descriptions of goods, namely: —
